Drainage  and  Sewerage  Facilities. 

During  the  year  additional  sewers,  consequent  upon  new 
building  development,  have  been  laid  as  under:  — 

Hazel  Grove : 881  yds.  Sewage  Sewers. 

1,133  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewers. 

Bramhall : 1,799  yds.  Sewage  Sewers. 

1,044  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewers. 

The  Council  have,  by  contract,  laid  about  934  yards  of 
new  Surface  Water  Sewer  in  Bramhall  Moor  Lane,  and  313 
lineal  yards  in  Chester  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  also  a new  sewage 
sewer  for  a length  of  580  lineal  yards  in  Bean  Leach  Road, 
Hazel  Grove. 

Detailed  schemes  of  sewerage  have  been  prepared  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  both  Bramhall  and  Hazel 
Grove  drainage  Areas. 
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1 The  Bramhall  sewerage  scheme,  in  its  present  form, 
provides  for  the  discharge  of  the  sewage  from  Bramhall  into 
the  sewerage  system  of  the  Cheadle  and  Gatley  U.D.  Council 
and  negotiations  have  reached  an  advanced  stage  with  regard 
to  the  agreement  between  both  Authorities  to  enable  this  to 
be  done. 

The  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  an  application  for  loan  sanction,  and  after  completion  of 
the  agreement  with  Cheadle  and  Gatley  U.D.  Council,  we 
anticipate  no  delay  in  putting  the  work  in  hand. 

In  this  connection  we  have  offered  to  the  Macclesfield  R.D. 
Council  terms  for  the  reception  of  sewage  from  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Poynton  which  is  presently  treated  at  the  purification 
works  at  Mill  Hill  Hollows,  and  if  an  agreement  is  completed 
this  will  have  the  effect  of  freeing  the  Ladybrook  in  the  Happy 
Valley  from  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent. 

The  Hazel  Grove  sewerage  scheme  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  with  an  application  for  loan  sanction, 
and  we  expect  to  be  in  a position  to  put  certain  of  the  work 
of  this  scheme  in  hand  very  shortly.

Sixty-six  shops  were  inspected. 

Five  Statutory  notices  were  served  to  provide  sufficient 
water  closets,  one  shop  being  provided  with  a water  closet. 
One  shop  ceased  to  employ  females  and  an  exemption  was 
granted  with  respect  to  one  shop,  the  males  being  given  the 
use  of  a water  closet  elsewhere.  Two  cases  are  outstanding. 

On  preliminary  notice,  two  shops  were  provided  with 
additional  heat  and  two  with  additional  ventilation. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

A Bye-law  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the 
30th  of  June,  1936,  fixing  a standard  of  black  smoke  of  two 
minutes  emission  within  any  period  of  thirty  minutes  as  a 
nuisance,  until  the  contrary  is  proved. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply.

Of  the  registered  farms,  13  have  automatic  water  supplies 
in  the  cowsheds.  11  have  steaming  plants,  7 have  milking 
machines  and  2 have  automatic  refrigerators. 

Under  the  Special  Designations  Order,  one  farm  is 
Certified,  and  eight  have  Accredited  Licences.  The  farmer 
having  the  Certified  Licence  has  built  a new  cowshed  for  32 
cows,  to  replace  the  existing  cowsheds.  Another  new  cowshed 
is  in  process  of  construction  to  replace  the  existing  sheds.

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Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Municipal 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Salford,  for  examination  for  the 
number  of  bacteria  per  cubic  centimetre  and  for  the  presence 
of  Bacillus  Coli,  with  results  as  follows : — 

2 samples  only  were  reported  to  have  over  200,000 
Bacteria  per  c.c. 

7 samples  showed  bacillus  coli  present  in  l/10th  of  a c.c. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  same 
laboratory  for  examination  for  tuberculosis  by  inoculation, 
and  in  three  samples  tubercle  bacilli  were  found. 

Six  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  also  taken  on 
behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  of  which  complied 
with  the  standard.
